Difficuliy In Getting n Snpply

Water— Loss Exceods ad0,000,

This moruing, ahoot gquarier past ten o'clock,
a fire broke out in the sccond story of the build-
ing at the northwest corner of Twellth and Mur-
ket streets, occapied by Mr, Laughlin as a phio-
tographic establishment, The fire originated in
the front room.
